existence  thereof  shall  have  been  made  within  that  period  by 
the  said  owner  or  owners,  that  a  release  or  extinguishment 
thereof  shall  be  presumed,  and  the  same  thereafter  be  irre- 
coverable out  of  the  part  or  parts  of  the  premises  originally 
subject  thereto,  upon  which  no  claim  or  demand  for  payment 
shall  have  been  made  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  court  of  common  ?

Section  1 .  Be,  it  eva.cted  by  the  Sejiate  and  House  of  Bepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Bennaylvania  in  General  Asaem^ 
hly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  the  payment  of  a  deficit  for  the  year  ending  June  first,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  to  be  expended  and 
accounted  for  as  provided  by  the  act  of  ninth  April,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  entitled  "An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  education  and  maintenance  of  the  destitute  orphans 
of  deceased  soldiers,  and  the  destitute  children  of  permanently 
disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  state  :"  Provided,  That  the 
accounts  of  the  expenditures  of  the  said  fifty  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  settled  by  the  auditor  general,  upon  vouchers  fur- 
nished to  him  under  oath,  in  the  usual  manner.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen' 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  cf  rcnns]jlvo,nia  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That   insurance  companies   created   by  the   courts   of  com-  compacies  created 
mon  pleas,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  twenty-  under  act  of  March 
sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  entitled  filT'  ^""^  ''^*'' 
"An  Act  to  enlarge  the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  common

issued. 

Section  2.  All  insurance  companies  ori^anized  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  the  acts  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, shall  pay  into  the  state  treasur^'^  the  same  bonus,  and 
in  like  manner,  as  prescribed  by  the  fifteenth  section  of  the 
act  approved  May  one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight,  entitled  "An  Act  to  revise,  amend  and  consolidate  the 
several  laws  taxing  corporations,  brokers  and  bankers,"  and 
such  tax  on  dividends  on  capital  stock  as  is  now  or  may  here- 
after be  required  by  law ;  and  said  bonus  shall  be  paid  to  the 
state  treasurer  before  the  certificate  of  incorporation  shall  be 
issued. 

Section  3.  All  payments  for  stock  required  to  be  made  un- 
der the  provisions  of  said  act  of  April  two,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fiftj^-six,  may  be  made  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States.

Relative  to  fraudulent  debtors. 


Section  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen- 
iatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
Prothmiatarytois-  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  prothonotary  of  a  court  of 
cert'ft^c^eB^"'  '"^  rccord  in  Pennsylvania  to  issue  an  attachment  against  any 
defendant  or  defendants  upon  the  application  of  any  plaintiff 
or  plaintiffs,  upon  proof  by  the  affidavit  of  said  plaintiff  or 
any  of  them,  or  of  any  other  person  for  him,  her  or  them,  that 
said  defendant  or  defendants  are  justly  indebted  to  him,  her 
or  them  in  a  sum  exceeding  one  hundred  doUars,  the  nature 
and  amount  of  such  indebtedness  being  set  forth  in  such  affi- 
davit, and  that  said  party  defendant  is  about  to  remove  his, 
feer  or  their  property  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  in 
which  said  attachment  is  applied  for,  with  intent  to  defraud 
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his,  her  or  their  creditors,  or  that  said  party  defendant  has 
property,  rights  in  action  or  interest  in  any  public  or  corpo- 
rate stock,  money  or  evidences  of  debt,  which  he,  she  or  they 
fraudulently  conceal,  or  that  said  party  defendant  has  or  have 
assigned,  disposed  of  or  removed,  or  is  about  to  assign,  dis- 
pose of  or  remove  any  such  property,  money,  rights  in  action, 
interest  in  public  or  corporate  stock  or  evidences  of  debt,  with 
the  intent  to  defraud  his,  her  or  their  creditors,  or  that  he, 
she  or  they  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt  or  incurred  the 
obligation  for  which  such  claim  is  made:  Provided^  That  be-  piaintiflf  to  give 
fore  such  attachment  shall  issue,  the  party  plaintiff,  or  some  ^'^^^' 
one  in  his,  her  or  their  behalf,  shall  execute  and  file  with  the 
said  prothonotary,  a  bond,  in  a  penalty  of  at  least  double  the 
amount  claimed,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  (to  be  ap- 
proved by  said  prothonotary,)  conditioned  that  if  the  plaintiff 
or  plaintiffs  shall  fail  to  prosecute  his,  her  or  their  action  with 
effect,  and  recover  a  judgment  against  said  defendant  or  de- 
fendants, he,  she  or  they  shall  pay  to  said  defendant  or  de- 
fendants all  legal  costs  and  damages  which  said  party  defend- 
ant may  sustain  by  reason  of  said  attachment,  and  which  said 
bond  shall  remain  in  the  office  of  said  prothonotary  for  the 
use  of  any  party  injured  as  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  Every  such  attachment  shall  be  made  returnable  Return  and  service 
on  the  first  return  day  of  said  court  next  after  the  time  of  reiative'lo'^'^'' 
issuing  thereof,  and  be  served  by  the  sheriff  of  the  proper 
county,  or  by  some  general  or  special  deputy  by  him  made,  by 
attaching  so  much  of  the  money,  stocks,  rights  in  action,  evi- 
dences of  debt  or  other  property  of  said  party  defendant,  not 
exempt  by  law  from  sale  upon  execution,  as  will  be  sufficient 
to  pay  the  debt  demanded,  with  costs,  and  shall  deliver  to  r 

said  defendant  or  defendants,  or  one  of  them,  a  cop3^  of  said 
attachment,  with  an  inventory  of  the  property  or  other  thing 
attached,  if  said  party  defendant  can  be  found  within  the 
county,  and  if  not  found,  then  by  leaving  a  copy  of  the  same 
at  his,  her  or  their  residence,  with  some  adult  member  of  the 
family  where  he,  she  or  they  reside ;  or  if  said  party  defendant 
do  not  reside  in  the  county  and  cannot  be  found,  then  by  leav- 
ing a  copy  of  said  attachment  and  inventory  with  the  person 
in  whose  possession  or  care  said  property  may  be  or  in  whose 
hands  it  may  be  attached ;  and  in  case  such  money,  rights  in 
action,  interest  in  public  or  corporate  stock,  evidences  of  debt 
or  other  property  shall  be  found  in  the  hands  or  possession  of 
any  person,  persons  or  corporation  other  than  the  party  de- 
fendant, such  person,  persons  or  corporation  shall  be  sum- 
moned as  a  garnishee. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  serving  such  Daty  of  o&t«c  »ep- 
attachment  to  take  the  property  attached  into  his  possession,  ^'"^  attachment. 
when  the  same  is  capable  of  manual  seizure  and  when  not, 
the  same  shall  be  bound  by  such  attachment  in  the  hands  or 
possession  of  such  party  from  whom  it  is  due  or  owing,  or 
whose  duty  it  is  to  account  for  the  same,  unless  the  party  de- 
fendant, or  some  one  for  him,  her  or  them,  shall  enter  into  a  Defendant  may  en-

judgment  in  said  attachment  that  he,  she  ov  the3'  will  pay  the 
debt  and  costs  at  the  expiration  of  the  stay  of  execution  on 
sums  of  like  amount  given  to  freeholders,  or  thai,  he,  she  or 
they  will  surrender  up  the  said  property  in  as  good  condition 
as  when  attached,  to  any  officer  having  an  execution  against 
said  party  defendant  on  any  judgment  rendered  in  said  attach- 
ment in  favor  of  the  plaintiff. 

Section  4.  In  case  of  a  personal  service  of  said  attachment 
upon  the  party  defendant,  or  if  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  resi- 
dents of  the  county  at  the  time  the  attachment  was  issued,  or 
shall  appear  to  the  action,  the  court  shall  proceed  in  the  case 
in  like  manner  as  in  ^.  case  of  summons  for  debt  regularly 
issued  and  duly  served ;  and  in  case  there  shall  not  be  a  per- 
sonal service,  residence  or  appearance  as  aforesaid,  the  plain- 
tiff or  plaintiffs  may  at  any  time  after  the  first  day  of  the 
second  terra  after  issuing  said  attachment  proceed  in  like 
manner  against  the  party  defendant  and  against  the  garnishee 
or  garnishees,  by  rules,  interrogatories  or  otherwise,  as  is  now 
practiced  in  cases  of  foreign  attachment  and  attachment  exe- 
cution ;  and  the  said  court  shall  have  like  powers  to  decree  the 
sale  of  perishable  property  as  they  now  have  in  cases  of  for- 
eign attachment. 

Section  5.  In  case  two  or  more  attachments  are  issued 
against  the  same  party  defendant,  the  one  first  in  the  hands 
of  the  proper  officer  for  service  shall  have  the  prior  lien,  and 
so  on  as  to  other  writs  issued  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  in  the 
order  of  time  in  which  they  are  issued  to  said  officer. 

Section  G.  In  all  cases  in  which  a  writ  of  attachment  shall 
have  issued  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  defendant  to  apply  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  proper  county  when  in  session,  or  to  a  judge  thereof 
in  vacation,  to  dissolve  said  attachment ;  and  upon  the  hear- 
ing of  such  application,  the  said  court,  or  judge  thereof,  in 
vacation,  shall  have  power  to  hear  evidence  or  determine  the 
truth  of  the  allegations  contained  in  the  affidavit  upon  which 
said  writ  issued,  and  to  dissolve  or  continue  the  time  of  such 
attachment,  according  as  he  shall  find  the  allegation  of  such 
affidavit  sustained  or  otherwise  :  Provided^  That  nothing  con- 
tained in  this  act  shall  interfere  with  the  rights  of  exemption 
of  property  under  the  existing  laws  of  this  commonwealth.

in,  connive  at,  or  in  any  w'ay  permit  the  issue  of  any  fradu- 
lent  naturalization  certificate,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  high  mis- 
demeanor ;  or  if  any  one  shall  fraudulently  use  any  such  cer- 
tificate of  naturalization,  knowing  that  it  was  fraudulently 
issued,  or  shall  vote,  or  attempt  to  vote  thereon,  or  if  any 
one  shall  vote,  or  attempt  to  vote,  on  any  certificate  of  natu- 
ralization not  issued  to  him,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  high  mis- 
demeanor ;  and  either  or  any  of  ihe  persons,  their  aiders  or 
abettors,  guilty  of  either  of  the  misdemeanors  aforesaid,  shall, 
on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  imprisoned  in  the  proper  penitentiary  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  years.

cate of  naturalization  issued  in  pursuance  of  an}^  such  depo- 
sition, declaration  or  affirmation,  sliall  be  null  and  void ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  dutj^  of  the  court  issuing  the  same,  upon  proof 
being  made  before  it  that  it  was  fraudulently  obtained,  to  take 
immediate  measures  for  re-calling  the  same  for  cancellation  ; 
and  any  person  who  shall  vote,  or  attempt  to  vote,  on  any  pa- 
per so  obtained,  or  who  shall  in  any  way  aid  in,  connive  at,  or 
have  any  agency  whatever  in  the  issue,  circulation  or  use  of 
any  fraudulent  naturalization  certificate,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  undergo

he  shall  be  guilt}^  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  and  on  convic- 
tion be  punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  and  also  be  subject 
to  an  action  for  damages  by  the  party  aggrieved;  and  if  any  Penalty  r.rfiau- 
person  shall  fraudulently  alter,  add  to,  deface  or  destroy  any  i"^^°fS.""' 
list  of  voters,  made  out  as  directed  b}-  this  act,  or  tear  down 
or  remove  the  same  from  the  place  where  it  has  been  fixed, 
with  fraudulent  or  mischievous  intent,  or  for  any  imin-oper 
purpose,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a  high  mis- 
demeanor, and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing two  years,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  15.  All  elections  for  city,  ward,  borough,  township  Elections  when  t«. 
and  election  officers  shall  hereafter  be  held  on  the   second '''^  ^'^^'^

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsi/lvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  pevson  or  persons  to  kill, 
hunt  or  take  by  any  device,  means  or  contrivances  whatever, 
or  sell  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  unlawfully  in  his  or  her  pos- 
session, or  worry  or  hunt  with  hound  or  dogs,  any  deer  or  fawn 
between  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  any  year  and  the 
first  day  of  September  in  any  year:  Provided^  That  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  apply  to  tame  deer  or  those  kept  in  parks. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  the  foref?oing  pi'ovision  of 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
likewise  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  kill,  or  have  unlawfully  in  his 
or  her  possession,  or  expose  for  sale,  any  ruffed  grouse  or 
pheasant  between  the  twentieth  day  of  December  and  the  first 
day  of  August,  or  any  quail  or  Virginia  partridge  between 
the  twentieth  day  of  December  and  the  first  day  of  October, 
or  any  wild  turkey  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the 
first  day  of  October,  or  any  fox  squirrel  or  grey  squirrel  or 
rabbit  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of 
August,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  eveiy 
bird  or  squirrel  so  killed,  or  unlawfully  had  in  possession,  or 
exposed  for  sale. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  kill,  capture,  take  or  have  in 
his  or  her  possession  any  woodcock  between  the  fifteenth  day 
of  November  and  the  fourth  day  of  July,  under  a  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  bird  so  killed  or  had  in  posses- 
sion, or  exposed  for  sale. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  kill,  trap,  or  expose 
for  sale,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession  after  the  same  is 
killed,  any  night  hawk,  whippoorwill,  finch,  thrush,  lark,  spar- 
row, wren,  martin,  swallow,  woodpecker,  dove,  bobalink,  robin 
or  starling,  or  an}^  other  insectivorous  bird,  nor  destroy  or 
rob  the  nests  of  any  wild  birds  whatever,  under  a  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  bird  so  killed,  trapped  or  ex- 
posed for  sale,  and  for  each  nest  destroyed  or  robbed. 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  at  any  time,  with  intent  so  to 
do,  catch  any  speckled  brook  trout  with  any  device  save  only

Toicreate  a  Board  of  Public  Charities. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem-  ' 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  ap- 
point five  commissioners,  who,  together  with  the  general  agent 
and  secretary  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  constitute  a  board 
of  public  charities  ;  one  of  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  hold 
office  for  one  3'ear,  one  for  two  j^ears,  one  for  three  years,  one 
for  four  years  and  one  for  five  years,  unless  sooner  removed  ; 
appointments  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  death,  resignation  or 
removal  before  the  expiration  of  terms,  may  be  made  for  the 
residue  of  such  terms,  by  the  governor,  subject  to  the  consent 
of  the  Senate,  and  all  appointments  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by 
expiration  of  terms  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner,  and 
shall  be  for  the  period  of  five  years  each. 

Section  2.  The  commissioners,  before  entering  upon  their 
duties,  shall,  respectively,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  required 
of  other  state  officers,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  administer  said  oath ;  they  shall  have  power  to 
elect  a  president  out  of  their  own  number,  to  appoint  a  gen- 
eral agent  and  secretary,  and  to  adopt  such  regulations  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  board  and  the  management 
of  its  aff'airs  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Section  3.  The  said  board  shall  be  provided  with  a  suitable 
room  in  the  State  Capitol,  in  which  it  shall  hold  its  meetings, 
and  it  shall  meet  therein  at  least  once  in  every  three  months; 
the  time  for  such  regular  meetings  to  be  fixed  at  the  time  of 
its  organization ;  the  commissioners  shall  receive  no  compen- 
sation for  their  services  but  their  actual  traveling  and  other 
necessary  expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer, 
upon  the  certificate  of  the  auditor  general. 

Section  4.  The  general  agent  and  secretary  of  the  board  of 
public  charities  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  unless

To  an  act  to  incorporate  the  callage  of  South  Bethlehem,  in  the  county 
of  Northampton,  into  a  borough. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assein- 
hly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  territory  now  included  within  the  limits  of  the  bo- 
rough of  South  Bethlehem,  as  created  by  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  Northampton  county,  August  twentj'-fifth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  by  virtue  of  the 
act  of  assembly,  approved  April  third,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fiftj^-one,  entitled  ''An  Act  regulating 
boroughs,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  divided  i.ito  three  wards, 
as  follows  :  First.  To  make  the  middle  of  New  street  the  di- 
viding line ;  and  all  that  part  lying  west  of  the  middle  of  said 
New  street  and  extending  south  from  the  river  Lehigh  to  the 
borough  line,  to  be  called  the  First  ward.  Second.  To  make 
the  middle  of  Spruce  street  the  dividing  line ;  and  all  that  part 
lying  east  of  the  middle  of  New  street  and  west  of  the  middle 
of  Spruce  street,  and  extending  in  a  due  south  course  from 
the  river  Lehigh  to  the  borough  line,  to  be  called  Second  ward.

in  re(;eiving,  collecting  and  paying  over  the  school  taxes  as 
directed  by  this  act.  As  soon  as  the  said  treasurer  shall  re- 
ceive said  duplicate,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  tax-pa}  ers,  in  the  newspapers  authorized  to  do  the  city 
printing,  that  said  duplicate  has  been  placed  in  his  hands  for 
collection,  and  that  the  taxes  therein  assessed  are  payable  at 
his  office  in  like  manner  as  the  city  taxes  of  said  cit}^,  subject 
to  the  like  deductions  for  prompt  payment  and  to  the  like  pen- 
alties and  process  for  non-payment  as  the  poor  taxes  of  said 
city ;  on  all  school  taxes  paid  to  the  said  treasurer  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  da}'  of  August  of  the  year  for  which  they  were 
assessed,  an  abatement  of  five  per  centum  shall  be  allowed; 
on  all  paid  between  August  first  and  September  fifteenth,  an 
abatement  of  two  per  centum  shall  be  allowed ;  on  all  paid 
between  October  first  and  November  first,  five  per  centum 
shall  be  added  ;  and  on  all  remaining  unpaid  on  November 
first,  a  further  addition  of  five  per  centum  shall  be  charged, 
with  costs  and  fees  of  collection. 

Section  21.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  in  each 
year,  the  said  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg  shall  issue  his 
warrants  to  any  qualified  voter  of  each  ward  of  said  city,  re- 
spectively, having  first  obtained  from  him  adequate  security 
for  the  performance  of  his  duty,  commanding  each  of  them 
to  levy  said  unpaid  school  taxes,  together  with  ten  per  centum 
added  thereto,  and  also  his  fees  for  collecting  the  same,  of  any 
goods  and  chattels  of  the  delinquents  wheresoever  found,  and 
to  make  sale  thereof  after  due  advertisement,  as  in  case  of 
levy  and  sale  upon  execution ;  and  the  persons  to  whom  such 
warrants  shall  have  been  issued  shall  collect  the  school  taxes 
contained  in  the  schedule  annexed  to  said  warrant,  and  make 
return  of  it  within  thirty  days  after  they  shall  have  received 
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the  same,  and  shall  then  pay  over  to  the  said  treasurer  of  the 
said  cit}'  of  Pittsburg  the  amount  of  said  taxes  and  additions 
thereto  collected  b}^  them  on  said  warrants  ;  and  the  said  per- 
sons so  collecting  said  taxes  and  additions  thereto  shall  also 
be  entitled  to  collect  and  receive,  as  fees  and  costs  from  the  Compensation, 
delinquents,  the  same  sum  in  each  case  as  is  allowed  by  law 
as  constables'  costs  on  an  execution  for  like  amount ;  all  taxes 
which  ma}^  hereafter  be  lawfully  assessed  b}^  said  central  board  Taxes  a  prior  Uen 
on  any  real  estate  in  said  city,  together  with  all  additions  and  ^n  real  estate. 
charges  authorized  by  this  act,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  lien  on  said  real  estate,  and  said  lien  shall  have  priority 
to  ard  shall  be  fully  paid  before  any  recognizance,  mortgage, 
judgment  or  any  other  lien  whatever  thereon  ;  and  in  case  any 
collector,  in  whose  hands  a  warrant  shall  have  been  placed  as 
aforesaid,  shall  make  return  to  the  said  treasurer  of  the  city 
of  Pittsburg  that  any  of  said  school  taxes,  with  said  additions 
thereto  and  costs,  cannot  be  collected  for  want  of  goods  and 
chattels  whereon  to  levy  them,  the  said  treasurer  of  the  city 
of  Pittsburg  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  solicitor  of  the  cen-  saie  of  real  estate 
tral  board,  with  a  brief  description  in  each  case  of  the  real  X^'^'i^pai'd.''^' 
estate  on  which  said  taxes  have  been  assessed,  and  the  name 
or  names  of  the  persons  against  whom  as  owners  said  taxes 
have  been  assessed  ;  and  the  said  solicitor  shall  file  the  said 
certificate  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  Allegheny  county,  and  judgments  shall  be 
entered  thereon  in  favor  of  the  said  central  board  of  educa- 
tion of  the  city  of  Pittsburg  against  the  said  owner  or  own- 
ers of  said  real  estate,  and  a  writ  of  levari  facias  shall  forth- 
with be  issued  thereon,  by  virtue  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  on  or  before  the  return  day  of 
said  writ,  or  within  six  days  thereafter,  to  sell  the  said  real 
estate  upon  which  said  school  tax  or  taxes  shall  have  been  as- 
sessed ;  which  said  sale  shall  A^est  in  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasei-s  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  defendant  or 
defendants  named  in  said  writ  in  and  to  the  real  estate  so  sold  :

That  the  central  board  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  rent  or  purchase,  as  they  may  deem  advisa- 
ble, for  the  purpose  of  the  high  school  and  for  schools  for 
children  of  color,  real  estate  within  the  city  of  Pittsburg, 
and  to  erect  thereon  all  such  buildings  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary, and  the  same  to  alien  or  dispose  of  in  an}'  wa}^  as  they 
may  deem  best  for  the  interest  of  said  schools. 

Section  23.  That  the  central  board  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  purchase  furniture,  books,  apparatus  and 
other  personal  property  for  the  use  of  the  high  school  and 
schools  for  children  of  color. 

Section  24.  That  the  central  board  shall  have  the  appoint- 
ment of  all  professors  and  teachers  of  high  schools,  and  all 
teachers  of  schools  for  children  of  color  and  teachers  of  music, 
and  of  all  special  branches  in  the  ward  schools,  and  may  dis- 
miss them  at  any  time  for  incompetency,  cruelty,  negligence 
or  immorality  or  any  other  cause. 

Section  25.  That  the  central  board  shall  direct  what  branches 
of  learning  shall  be  taught  in  the  sub-district  schools,  schools 
for  children  of  color  and  the  high  school. 

Section  26.  The  central  board  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  June,  annually,  select  and  decide  upon  a  series  of 
school  books  in  the  different  branches  to  be  taught  during  the 
ensuing  school  year ;  which  books  shallbe  used  in  all  the  schools 
of  the  district  during  that  period. 

Section  2*7.  That  the  central  board  shall  have  power  and 
authorit}^  to  determine  upon  the  number  of  teachers  to  be  em- 
ployed in  the  sub-district  schools,  schools  for  children  of  color 
and  professors  and  teachers  in  the  high  school,  and  to  fix  and 
pay  the  salaries  of  all  of  said  professors  and  teachers. 

Section  28.  That  the  central  board  shall  have  power  to  estab- 
lish such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission  of  pupils  into 
the  high  school,  and  also  to  fix  the  standard  of  qualifications 
of  such  pupils  as  .shall  be  applicants  for  admission  in  said  high 
school,  as  the  said  board  ma}^  deem  just  and  proper. 

Section  29.  That  the  central  board  may  at  any  time  exam- 
ine, or  cause  to  be  examined,  any  or  all  of  the  professors  and 
teachers  of  the  high  school  and  teachers  of  the  schools  for  col- 
ored children,  and  issue  certificates,  setting  forth  the  branches 
of  learning  which  such  professors  or  teachers  are  found  quali- 
fied to  teach. 

Section  30.  That  the  central  board  shall  annually  appoint 
three  of  their  members  to  examine  and  audit  the  account  of 
the  treasurer  of  said  board,  and  to  report  the  same,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  Monday  of  July,  to  the  board ;  which  report  shall 
be  published.

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mitted  duviiig:  the  3^ear,  the  number  of  months  in  the  year 
during-  which  each  of  the  ward  schools,  schools  for  children  of 
color  and  high  school  have  been  open,  the  amount  of  school 
tax  levied  and  collected,  and  all  other  expenses  which  may 
have  been  incurred  in  maintaining  the  schools  of  the  district, 
together  with  such  other  information  as  may  aid  in  forming-  a 
just  estimate  of  the  school  system. 

Section  32.  That  the  central  board  shall  exercise  a  general 
supervision  over  the  high  school  and  the  schools  for  children  vfsiorovpTschoois 
of  color,  and  shall,  by  one  or  more  of  their  members,  visit  said 
high  school  at  least  once  in  each  week,  also  the  schools  for 
children  of  color  once  a  month,  and  cause  the  results  of  such 
visits  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  board. 

That  if  the  central  board  of  education  shall  re-  Court  may  vacate 
fuse  or  neg-lect  to  perform  their  duties  by  levying  the  tax  re-  forne^L^r^f'du''- 
quired  by  this  act,  and  to  put  and  keep  the  high  school  and  ues^*^  ee  o  .  u 
schools  for  colored  children  in  operation,  or  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  perform  any  other  duty  enjoined  by  this  act,  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Allegheny  county  may,  upon  com- 
plaint in  writing-  of  any  six  taxable  citizens  of  the  district, 
and  on  due  proof  of  such  delinquency^,  declare  the  seat  of  such 
member  or  members  of  the  board  so  refusing  vacant,  and  shall 
appoint  others  in  their  stead,  to  serve  until  the  next  annual 
election  of  the  central  board  of  education. 

Section  34.  That  all  monej^s  paid  out  by  the  treasurer  shall  Moneys  to  be  paid 
be  on  a  warrant  authorized  by  the  central  Iboard,  signed  by  the  o'l^arrant.

tendance, the  directors  present  shall  have  power  to  declare 
his  seat  in  the  board  vacant,  and  to  appoint  another  in  his 
stead,  to  serve  until  the  next  annual  organization  of  the  board. 

Section  45.  That  if  all  or  a  majority  of  the  members  of  com-t  may  vacate 
any  of  the  several  sub-district  boards  or  directors  shall  refuse  f,';^  np°'ie'yt'"of'^" 
or  neglect  to  perform  any  or  all  of  their  duties  enjoined  upon  ties. 
them  by  this  act,  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Allegheny 
county  shall,  upon  complaint  in  writing  by  any  six  taxable 
citizens  of  the  proper  sub-district,  and  upon  due  proof  thei'eof, 
declare  their  seats  vacant,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead 
until  the  next  annual  organization  of  the  board. 

Section  46.  That  annually,  and  within  twenty  days  after  organization  of

Section  48.  That  the  secretary  shall  keep  full  minutes  of 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  board  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose,  prepare  and  attest  all  orders  on  the  treasurer, 
notify  the  central  board  of  the  election  of  all  members  of  the 
said  board  within  his  sub-district,  and  do  and  preform  all  other 
acts  and  duties  lawfully  pertaining  to  the  office  of  secretary 
of  the  board. 

Section  49.  That  the  treasurer  shall  give  bond  to  the  presi- 
dent'for  the  use  of  the  sub-district,  in  such  amount  and  with 
such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  board,  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duty ;  he  shall  receive  the  special  sub- 
district  tax,  and  other  funds  of  the  sub-district,  and  pay  there- 
out all  orders  of  the  board  of  directors  signed  by  the  president 
and  attested  by  the  secretary ;  he  shall  settle  his  accounts 
annuall}'  with  the  directors,  in  default  of  which  he  shall  not 
be  re-appointed ;  he  shall  pay  over  the  balance  in  his  hands 
without  delay  to  his  successor  in  office,  and  generally  do  and 
perform  all  acts  and  duties  lawfully  pertaining  to  his  office, 
and  he  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  for  his  services  a  sum  of  money 
not  exceeding  two  per  centum  on  all  the  money  received  and 
paid  out  by  him. 

Section  50.  That  each  board  of  sub-district  directors  shall 
hold  at  least  one  stated  meeting  in  every  month ;  and  a  ma- 
joritjr  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business,  but  less  than  a  majority  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsxjlvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  James  H.  Cornelius,  Jesse  Baptist,  John  II.  Britten, 
Samuel  Nasho,  Joseph  Willmore,  George  Richardson,  James 
Harley,  Martin  P.  Gibbs,  Enoch  P.  Gibbs,  Jacob  H.  Moses, 
Chester  Burns,  William  Howard  Livingston,  Thomas  Gaugh, 
Samuel  Thomas,  William  T.  Britton,  Jonathan  Black,  David 
Henderson,  Henry  Bacon,  and  their  successors,  forever,  are 
hereby  made  a  company  and  body  corporate,  to  be  known  and 
called  the  African  College,  who  are  authorized  to  organize  the 
company  and  the  college,  under  this  act,  and  conduct  it  as 
herein  provided,  until  the  trustees  shall  be  chosen  as  their 
successors. 

Section  2.  The  object  and  business  of  this  company  will  be 
to  establish  and  support  a  collegiate  universit}^,  known  as  the 
African  College,  for  the  education  of  African  youth  of  both 
sexes  who  are  not  able  to  educate  themselves,  and  for  those 
who  pay;  an(J  the  funds  of  the  college  will  be  used  for  no 
other  purpose. 

Section  3.  The  funds  composing  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company  will  be  divided  into  shares  of  twent}'  pounds  sterling 
or  one  hundred  dollars  each,  payable  in  gold,  or  its  equivalent 
in  the  currency  and  coins  of  the  states. 

Section  4.  Every  stockholder  will  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
on  each  share  of  stock  held  by  him  or  her,  and  a  plurality  vote 
will  be  binding  on  the  compau}^  and  college;  no  one  will  be 
allowed  to  vote  without  producing,  in  person  or  by  attorne}', 
the  stock  certificates  on  which  he  votes. 

Section  5.  The  college  may  receive  and  hold  property,  both 
personal  and  real,  for  its  establishment  and  support,  l\^-  deed, 
by  will,  by  gift,  or  otherwise,  and  may  collect  these  subscrip- 
tions and  debts  now  and  hereafter  due.

That  no  person  or  persons  shall  carry,  send  or 
in  any  manner  whatever  transport  trout  taken  in  said  streams 
to  any  place,  firm  or  i^ers.  ns  outside  this  commonwealth,  for 
sale,  or  upon  any  agreement  or  contract  to  furnish  the  same 
in  any  quantity  whatever. 

Section  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  offending  against  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  by  an}'  person  having  knowledge 
of  such  violation,  in  his  own  name,  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  said  count}^,  one-half  of  said  fine  when  collected  to 
be  paid  by  the  justice  to  the  treasurer  of  the  school  district  in 
which  such  offence  was  committed,  and  one-half  to  the  informer.

Whereas,  Robert  Thompson,  M.  D.,  by  a  codicil  to  his  last 
will  and  testament,  duly  proven  at  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania, 
Jul}'  sixteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  and 
remaining  of  record  there  in  the  office  for  registration  of  wills,

Incorporating  the  city  of  New  Castle,  in  the  county  of  Lawrence. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  territory  and  inhabitants  within  the  boundaries  here- 
inafter stated,  in  the  county  of  Lawrence,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  incorporated  into  a  city,  and  are  declared  to  be  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  city  of  New  Castle. 

Section  2.  Until  otherwise  provided  under  the  power  of 
extension  herein  contained,  the  boundaries  of  said  city  shall 
be  as  follows,  viz :  Beginning  at  the  most  northerly  point  of  Boundaries. 
Pollock  township;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  along  the 
east  line  of  said  township  to  the  south-east  corner  thereof; 
thence  l>y  the  south  line  of  said  township,  in  a  westerly  direc- 
tion, to  the  Shenango  river ;  thence  by  the  east  bank  of  said 
river,  at  low  water  mark,  to  the  north  line  of  donation  tract 
number  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-three,  iu  the  sec- 
ond district  of  donation  lands;  thence  eastwardly  b3'  the 
nortli  line  of  donation  tracts  numbers  one  thousand  nine  hun-

Section  3.  The  boundaries  of  said  city  may  be .  extended 
by  ordinance  thereof,  on  petition  of  two-thirds  in  number  of 
the  resident  owners  of  real  estate  within  the  territory  pro- 
posed to  be  included. 

OP    THE    CORPORATE   POWERS. 

Said  city  shall  have  power — 

Section  4.  To  have  perpetual  succession  b}^  its  corporate 
name. 

Section  5.  To  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend,  in  all 
courts. 

Section  6.  To  make,  use,  and  at  pleasvire  alter,  a  common 
seal. 

Section  7.  To  purchase  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate, 
for  municipal  purposes,  and  at  pleasure  convey  the  same. 

Section  8.  To  make  all  needful  contracts. 

Section  9.  To  extend  its  limits  as  above  provided. 

Section  10.  To  survej^,  lay  out,  enact,  ordain,  open,  make, 
repair,  widen,  straighten,  grade,  adorn,  improve,  accept,  curb, 
drain,  clean,  regulate,  control,  protect,  change  and  vacate 
roads,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  courts,  sewers,  foot-Avalks,  side- 
walks, pavements,  gutters,  wharves,  ditches,  culverts,  public 
squares,  parks  and  cemeteries. 

Section  11.  To  provide  for  the  suppl}^  of  the  city  and  its 
inhabitants  with  gas  light. 

Section  lH.  To  provide  for  the  supply  of  the  city  and  its 
inhabitants  with  pure  water,  by -means  of  pumps,  wells,  cis- 
terns, reservoirs,  water  works  and  pipes  ;  and  for  this  purpose, 
may  contract  for,  obtain  and  use  water  power,  reservoir  and 
pipes  outside  of  the  city  limits. 

Section  13.  To  provide,  erect,  maintain  and  repair  build- 
ings for  city  ofiices,  for  a  lock-up,  for  fire  engines,  and  for 
street  commissioner's  implements  and  tools. 

Section  14.  To  regulate  the  foundations,  walls  and  part}' 
walls  of  private  or  public  buibings;  to  regulate  earth-closets, 
vaults,  cesspools,  sinks,  drains,  coal  cellars  under  the  pave- 
ments and  the  openings  thereof,  partition  and  boundary  fences.

Section  18.  To  regulate  the  hawking  and  peddling  of  mar- 
ket produce,  meat,  vegetables  and  fruit,  or  other  articles,  and 
of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  in  the  city. 

Section  19.  To  provide  for  the  inspection,  measurement  and 
weight  of  wood,  coal,  hay  or  other  bulky  articles  sold  or  de- 
livered or  offered  for  sale  in  the  city. 
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Section  20.  To  adjust  and  re^-ulate,  from  time  to  time,  and  scaics,  weights 
to  cause  all  dealers  in  said  city,  from  time  to  time,  to  adjust  ^^'^  measures. 
and  regulate  tlie  scales,  weights  and  measures  used  by  them, 
in  conformity  to  the  standards  on  lile  in  the  office  of  the  county 
commissioners  of  said  county.

To  compel  the  fumigation,  cleansing,  deodoriz-  Famigation,  &c  ,of 
ing  and  disinfecting  of  all  places,  public  or  private,  within  the  places, 
cit.y,  in  times  of  pestilence,  unusual  sickness  or  danger  thereof. 

Section  23.  To  enact  and  enforce  sanitaiy  measures  for  pre-  sanitary  m-asures. 
venting  the  spread  of  small-pox,  cholera  or  other  contagious      * 
or  infectious  diseases.  * 

Section  24.  To  prevent  the  interment  of  deceased  persons  intermeuts. 
within  the  city  limits  at  any  other  places  than  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  cit}',  or  than  are  now  exclusively  appropriated  to 
such  purposes ;  to  remove  bodies  interred  contrary  to  the  or- 
dinances ;  to  regulate  the  depth  of  graves,  and  to  protect  all 
places  of  lawful  interment,  the  property,  bodies  and  ornaments 
therein.

He  shall  not  possess  or  exercise  power  to  veto,  annul  or 
suspend  any  bj^-law,  ordinance  or  regulation  of  the  city. 

Section  79.  He  shall  have  and  exercise  the  powers,  juris- 
diction and  authority  of  aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace 
as  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  and  in  all  criminal  matters, 
whether  arising  in  or  out  of  said  city,  in  all  actions  of  debt 
and  penal  statutes  in  which  justices  of  the  peace  or  aldermen 
have  jurisdiction,  in  cases  of  vagrancy,  intoxication,  profanity, 
violations  of  the  Lord's  day,  disturbances  of  meetings  or  of 
the  peace,  violations  of  the  local  liquor  law,  entitled  "An  Act 
relative  to  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  drinks  in  the  county 
of  Lawrence,"  approved  April  eleventh,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  in  all  suits  and  proceedings  for 
violations  of  and  non-conformity  to  the  ordinances,  by-laws 
and  regulations  of  said  city.

B.  Raber, 
of  Mechanicsburg ;  D.  Speck  and  M.  P.  Doyle,  of  Altoona ; 
Wm.  B.  Dick  and  Geo.  Wagner,  of  Johnstown  ;  M.  T.  Dill, 
of  New  York  city;  John  H.  Kinports,  H.  H.  Kreider,  T.  R.

Second.  Such  as  shall  have  been  mortgaged  to  it  in  good 
faith,  by  way  of  security  for  loans  previously  contracted  or 
for  moneys  due  ;  or.

Authorizing  the  anditors  of  Washington  township,  in  the  coonty  of 
Schuylkill,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  Daniel  Kutz,  John  A.  Reed, 
and  others,  for  moneys  expended  for  bounty  purposes,  et  cetera. 

Whereas,  Daniel  Kutz,  John  A.  Reed,  and  others,  taxable 
inhabitants  of  Washington  township,  in  the  county  of  Schuyl- 
kill, have  expended  and  paid  out  certain  sums  of  money  in 
raising  the  quota  of  said  township  of  volunteers  to  fill  certain 
drafts  made  by  the  president  of  the  United  States  and  gover- 
nor of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  for  the  payment  of 
bounty  money  to  substitutes  to  fill  the  place  and  stead  of 
drafted  persons  during  the  late  rebellion,  charged  against  the 
township  of  Washington  as  her  quota  of  soldiers  to  be  raised 
by  said  township  for  the  suppression  of  the  said  late  rebel- 
lion: 

And  whereas^  At  a  public  meeting  of  citizens  of  said  town- 
ship during  the  said  late  rebellion,  it  was  understood  that  any 
party  or  parties  furnishing  money  to  pay  men  to  fill  said 
quotas  should  be  re-paid  by  taxes  to  be  levied  and  raised 
from  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  township  : 

And  whereas,  It  is  alleged  that  Daniel  Kutz,  John  A.  Reed, 
and  others,  at  the  time  and  after  said  meeting,  believing  hon- 
estly that  all  moneys  thereafter  advanced  and  paid  for  filling 
said  quotas,  and  placing  substitutes  in  their  own  and  in  the 
place  of  others  drafted  and  not  drafted  persons,  should  be  re- 
paid any  mone}' s  so  advanced,  and  paid  by  them  the  same  as 
it  was  agreed  upon  at  said  public  meeting :

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  auditors  of  said  township  of  Washington  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  audit  the  accounts  of  Daniel  Kutz, 
John  A.  Reed,  and  others,  of  Washington  township  aforesaid, 
for  moneys  expended  and  paid  out  by  them  for  bounty  money 
to  volunteers  to  avoid  in  part  or  altogether  certain  drafts 
made  by  the  president  of  the  United  States  or  the  governor 
of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  for  militia  or  soldiers  during  the 
late  rebellion,  upon  said  township,  or  for  moneys  paid  out 
and  expended  by  them,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  purpose  of 
filling  the  quotas  of  said  township,  or  paid  out  to  substitutes 
to  fill  the  place  of  any  drafted  man  or  men,  or  for  paying 
bounty  money  to  fill  the  place  or  stead  of  Daniel  Kutz,  John

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  n.  H.  Swartz,  S.  K.  Hottenstein,  Daniel  Clader,  Amos  corporatora, 
Brauss,  Richard  J.  Knerr,  Stephen  Miller,  Edward  Hotten- 
stein, F.  J.  Slough,  and  their  successors,  be  and  they  are  herel)y 
made  and  created  a  corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the  name 
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and  style  of  the  Kutztowii  Savings  Bank,  and  by  that  name 
shall,  by  law,  be  capable  to  hold  and  dispose  of  propertj^,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend 
in  courts  of  law  or  equity,  or  in  any  other  place  whatever,  and 
to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter 
and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  generally  to  do  every  act  and  thing 
necessary  to  carrj^  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  enactment, 
and  promote  the  object  and  design  of  this  act  of  incorporation,

monwealth  or  of  the  United  States,  or  in  stocks  or  Ijonds  of 
any  city  authorized  to  be  issued  by  any  act  of  this  common- 
wealth, or  in  other  stocks,  or  in  bonds  and  mortgages  and 
other  approved  and  valid  securities  ;  the  said  corporation  shall 
receive  all  sums  of  current  money  offered  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  invest  the  same  in  the  manner  aforesaid  ;  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable they  shall  allow  to  the  depositors  interest  on  the  de- 
posits, to  be  regulated  by  the  trustees  as  hereinafter  provided ; 
and  they  shall  pay  the  amounts  deposited  with  the  interest

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made  by  the  whole  number  of  persons  so  appointed,  a  ma-

Relative  to  public  roads  in  Scott  township,  Allegheny  coltnty. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Represen" 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem" 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  atdhority  of  the  same. 
That  the  qualified  voters  of  Scott  township,  Allegheny  coun- 
ty, shall,  on  the  third  Friday  of  March  next,  and  at  every 
election  for  township  officers  thereafter,  elect  two  citizens  of 
said  township,  who  shall  be  supervisors  of  the  public  roads 
or  highways  of  said  township  lor  the  ensuing  year ;  and  any 
Penalty  for  neglect  supervisor,  after  being  duly  notified  of  his  election  or  appoint- 
ment,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  upon  himself  the  said 
oflfice,  shall  forfeit  or  pay  for  every  such  neglect  or  refusal  any 
sum,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars, 
to  be  applied  towards  repairing  the  public  roads  or  highways 
in  said  township ;  and  if  any  supervisor  so  aforesaid  chosen 
shall  refuse,  neglect,  die,  remove  out  of  the  township,  or  if  at 
any  time  hereafter  it  may  happen  that  no  election  should  be 
held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  in  case  of  any  irregu- 
larity in  holding  such  elections  for  supervisors,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  proper  court  to  appoint  a  proper  person  to  supply 
such  deficiency ;  and  such  supervisor  shall  have  and  exercise 
the  same  powers  and  authorities,  and  be  liable  to  the  same 
penalties  as  the  supervisors  elected  in  pursuance  of  this  act ;

roads  be  forthwith  effectually  opened,  cleared  and  amended 
impartially;  and  any  supervisor  who  shall  refuse  and  neglect 
to  do  and  perform  his  duty  as  directed  by  this  act,  (and  for 
which  penalties  are  not  otherwise  herein  provided, )  shall,  on 
complaint  of  the  auditors,  r)e  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than 
five  dollars  nor  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  a 
summary  manner  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  Allegheny 
county,  and  to  be  applied  towards  repairing  the  public  roads 
in  said  township.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sams, 
That  Joseph  Laubach,  Heurj  Green,  W.  H.  Hutter,  Thomas 
T.  Miller,  James  L.  Selfridge,  Louis  F.  Beckel,  Abraham  S. 
Knecht,  Charles  Broadhead,  G.  H,  Goundie,  John  A.  Jehnes, 
B.  E.  Lehman,  James  M'Mahon  and  Joseph  Sigman,  and  their 
successors,  be  and  are  hereby  made  and  created  a  corporation 
and  body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Northampton 
County  Savings  Bank,  and  by  that  name  they  shall,  by  the 
law,  be  capable  to  hold  and  dispose  of  property,  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  courts

To  a  supplement  of  the  fourth  section  of  an  act,  approved  the  first 
day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  entitled 
"An  Act  relative  to  Allegheny  city,"  approved  April  first,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  auth<wity  of  the  same, 
That  for  defrajdng  the  costs  and  expenses  of  construction  of 
main  sewers  there  shall  be  levied  and  collected  a  special  tax, 
by  an  equal  assessment  on  the  feet  front  of  all  property 
bounding  and  abutting  on  the  sewer :  Provided,  A  proper 
and  equitable  allowance  shall  be  made  for  corner  lots :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  common  ground  shall  be  exempt  from  this 
special  assessment ;  and  for  defraying  the  remainder  of  the 
cost  of  any  such  sewers  after  the  amount  of  the  special  assess- 
i'^'^"^-l\?'^L!f!"®  ment  on  the  front  is  deducted,  said  councils  shall  have  power 
to  issue  municipal  bonds  as  the  same  ma}^  be  necessary ;  such 
bonds  not  bearing  over  seven  per  centum  interest  at  such 
length  of  date  not  exceeding  ten  years,  and  of  such  denomi- 
nation as  they  may  deem  expedient,  pledging  the  faith,  pro- 
perty and  credit  of  the  city  for  their  payment ;  such  bonds  to 
be  consecutively  numbered  and  designated  "  sewerage  bonds:"

Relative  to  a  certain  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Allegheny-. 

Whereas,  The  councils  of  the  cit}-  of  Allegheny,  on  the 
thirteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six- 
ty-six, passed  an  ordinance  authorizing  a  new  or  second  con- 
tract with  certain  parties  for  grading  Ridge  street,  in  saitl 
city,  which  persons  in  good  faith  expended  very  large  sums 
of  money  in  completing  said  grading,  a  large  portion  of  which 
is  due  and  uncollected  : 

And  whereas,  In  a  writ  of  error  to  the  supreme  court,  case 
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of  Marshall  against  the  commonwealth,  nnmber  ninety-seven 
of  October  and  November  term,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-eight,  the  supreme  court  held  that  the  city  had  a 
right  to  make  the  new  contract  and  collect  the  whole  amount 
of  the  claim,  but  that  the  resolution  of  councils  of  above  date, 
according  to  city  charter,  should  have  been  published  and  re- 
corded ;  and  the  supreme  court  recommended  legislative  action 
to  cure  the  omission  so  to  publish  and  record,  in  the  following 
language,  namely :  "But  the  omission  can  and  should  be  sup- 
plied by  immediate  legislative  action,  as  was  done  in  Schinley 
against  commonwealth,  twelve  Casey,  twenty-nine,  which  was 
held  bj'  this  court  to  be  not  onl}'  constitutional  but  obviously 
just  and  proper.  Judge  Cooley,  in  his  treatise  on  constitu- 
tional law,  says,  'as  a  general  rule  every  state  has  complete 
control  over  the  remedies  which  it  shall  afford  to  parties  in  its 
courts  ;'  'it  may  give  a  new  and  additional  remedy  for  a  right 
already  in  existence  ;'  "  therefore,

of  the  work  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  determine  the 
rates  at  which  water  from  said  works  may  be  furnished  to  ap- 
plicants therefor,  and  to  enter  into  such  contracts,  respecting 
the  construction  of  said  works  and  furnishing  the  materials, 
as  shall  be  deemed  most  beneficial  to  the  interest  of  said 
borough. 
Procsedings  in  SECTION  3.   Whenever  the  said  burgess  and  council  shall 

menta^o^tod^'ages  determine  any  real  estate  to  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  said 
water  works,  and  are  unable  to  agree  upon  the  price  with  the 
owner,  or  by  reason  of  his  minorit}'  or  other  cause  no  agree- 
ment can  be  made,  the  said  burgess  and  council  may  apply  to 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Erie  county,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided bj^  the  eleventh  section  of  the  act  of  the  nineteenth  of 
February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  rela- 
ting to  railroads,  and  the  courts  shall  thereupon  appoint  five 
discreet  and  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  township  of  Xorth- 
East  to  view  and  assess  the  value  of  the  laud  required,  on  the 
damages  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  for  the  land  required  ;  and 
the  proceeding  in  the  premises  shall  in  all  other  respects  be 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  act  and  supplements;

Whereas,  A  large  number  of  the  members  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church 
have  associated  themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of  form- 
ing a  Preachers'  Aid  Society,  and  did,  at  a  session  of  said 
conference,  held  in  the  cit}^  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight   hundred  and  sixty-nine,  adopt  a  constitution  for  the 
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o-overnment  of  said  society,  and  have  applied  to  the  legisla- 
ture to  grant  them  a  charter  of  incorporation  that  they  may 
be  better  able  to  carry  out  their  designs  ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  present  officers  and  trustees'  of  the  above  named  so-  Corporators, 
ciety,  to  .wit:  Amos  Philips,  president,  James  Long,  vice 
president,  J.  B.  M'Cullough,  secretary,  Thomas  T.  Tasker, 
Senior,  treasurer,  James  Cunningham,  Joseph  Mason,  Wil-

Powers  and  privi- 
pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  record  and  else-  ^*'"®^- 
where,  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  use  and 
utter  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  may 
ordain,  establish  and  enforce  all  ordinances,  rules,  regulations 
and  bv-laws  necessary,  convenient  or  proper  for  conducting 
and  governing  its  affairs ;  may  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold, 
take  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tenements, 
rents,  annuities,  franchises  and  hereditaments,  goods  and  chat- 
tels and  choses  in  action  of  whatever  kind,  and  any  kind  of 
property-  whatsoever,  for  the  use,  objects  and  benefits  of  the 
society,  with  the  right  of  selling,  leasing,  convej'ing,  disposing 
of  and  encumbering  the  same  by  judgments,  mortgages  or 
otherwise,  for  the  said  use  and  objects,  and  generally  to  do 
and  transact  all  such  matters  and  things  as  shall  lawfully  ap- 
pertain to  them  to  do  and  transact  so  as  to  promote  the  objects 
and  designs  of  said  societ}^ :  -Provided^  The  clear  yearly  in-  Limitation, 
come  arising  from  real  estate  belonging  to  said  corporation 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  object  and  design  of  said  corporation  shall  object  and  design. 
be  and  is  as  follows :  First.  To  establish,  hj  donations,  con- 
tributions, collections,  annual  payments  or  otherwise,  a  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  contingent  fund,  the  proceeds  of  which 
shall  be  applied  from  year  to  j'ear  to  assist,  in  the  first  place, 
the  supernumerary  and  superannuated  members  of  said  con- 
ference, and  the  widows  and  orphan  children  of  its  deceased 
members,  in  obtaining  a  comfortable  maintenance  and  support; 
and,  in  the  second  place,  to  aid  such  members  of  said  confer- 
ence engaged  in  what  is  termed  the  regular  work,  when, 
through  bad  health,  long  continued  domestic  aflliction  or  other 
unavoidable  causes,  arising  in  the  interval  between  the  sessions 
of  said  conference,  they  are  reduced  to  want  and  it  is  neces- 
sary that  assistance  should  be  rendered  to  them.  Second.  To 
provide,  by  contributions,  donations,  bequests,  stated  pay- 
ments of  money  or  otherwise,  a  special  fund  to  be  called  the 
Preachers'  Mutual  Relief  Fund,  from  which  may  be  paid,  on 
the  decease  of  an  itinerant  preacher  of  said  conference,  the 
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sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  immediate  and  special 
benefit  of  his  wife  and  children,  or  if  he  die  without  wife  or 
children,  to  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  free  and 
clear  of  all  debts,  contracts  and  engagements  of  said  deceased 
preacher. 

Membership,  reia-       SECTION  3.  The  members  of  this  societ}"  shall  be  all  the 

'''^'°-  itinerant  members  of  said  conference,  and  all  who  may  here- 

after become  itinerant  members  as  aforesaid,  so  long  as  they 
may  continue  in  good  standing  in  said  conference,  and  all 
la3'men  contributing  to  the  funds  of  this  corporation  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  per  year :  Provided,  That  the  aforesaid  itin- 
erant members  only  shall  be  entitled  to  the  advantages  set 
forth  in  the  second  section  of  this  act :  And  provided  fu^iher, 
That  no  member  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  and  benefits  of  the 
said  preachers'  mutual  relief  fund,  who  has  not  paid  to  the 
trustees  of  this  corporation  for  said  fund  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars  per  year,  or  who  has  not  paid  in  one  instalment  the

and  their  successors,  shall  be  a  committee  to  nominate  the 
trusteec,  who  shall  be  preachers ;  and  the  several  district 
stewards'  meetings  shall  each  nominate  a  layman  as  trustee, 
residing  in  the  district  by  which  he  is  nominated  ;  and  the 
nominees  receiving  the  highest  vote  at  the  regular  session  of 
said  conference  shall  be  declared   elected,  and  shall  receive 

Vacancies.  Certificates  of  election  duly  signed  ;  whenever  a  vacancy  shall 

occur  in  said  board  after  the  close  of  a  session  of  said  confer- 
ence, said  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  trustees 
until  the  next  session  of  said  conference,  at  which  time  it  shall 
be  filled  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

Powers  of  truBtees.  SECTION  5.  The  Said  trustccs  shall  have  power  to  make  rules 
and  by-laws  regulating  their  proceedings  not  inconsistent  with 
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this  act  or  the  laws  and  constitution  of  this  commonwealth 
or  of  the  United  States  ;  to  expend  money  in  defraying  neces- 
sary expenses ;  to  take  charge  of  and  distribute  among  the 
proper  claimants  upon  the  said  conference  funds  all  donations 
and  bequests  b}^  individuals  or  collections  from  churches,  con- 
tributed for  the  general  purposes  of  this  society,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  said  conference  by  themselves  or  their  proper 
officers ;  to  receive  and  prudentl}^  invest  all  moneys  paid  into 
said  contingent  fund  and  intended  to  be  invested,  and  also  all

members  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said  relief  fund  shall  desire 
to  increase  the  amount  of  money  to  be  paid  at  their  decease 
as  aforesaid,  the  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  increase  the 
amount  to  be  so  paid  so  that  it  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  each  on  the  said  members  paying  an- 
nually at  the  rate  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  one  thousand 
dollars  of  increase :  Provided  hoicever^  That  in  such  case  no 
surplus  shall  be  distributed  as  aforesaid  until  the  clear  yearly 
income  shall  be  fifteen  thousand  dollars.

Whereas,  A  number  of  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  have 
formed  an  association  for  the  laudable  purpose  of  providing 
for  friendless  and  destitute  blind  women  : 

A7id  ivhereas,  The  general  assembly  of  the  commonwealth 
are  willing  to  encourage  such  purpose ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repi-eaen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonicealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  James  Pollock,  William  Chapin,  Levi  Knowles,  C.  W. 
Horner,  James  M.  Crowell,  James  M.  Harris,  B.  B.  Foust, 
James  H.  Orne  and  E.  W.  Hutter,  and  their  associates,  be  and 
the}'  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic  in  law, 
by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Pennsylvania  Industrial 
Home  for  Friendless  Women,  and  by  that  name,  style  and  title 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  have  a  common 
seal  and  the  same  to  change  at  pleasure,  to  make  contracts 
relatiA'e  to  the  institution,  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  to  plead  and 
to  be  impleaded,  and  by  that  name,  style  and  title  be  capable 
of  purchasing,  holding,  taking-  and  conveying  any  estate,  real 
or  personal,  for  the  use  of  said  incorporation  :  Provided,  That 
the  annual  income  of  said  estate  shall  not  exceed  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  nor  be  applied  to  any  other  purposes  than  those 
for  which  this  association  is  formed  ;  to  fix  the  quorum  of  the 
board  of  managers  and  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  appoint 
such  officers  as  may  be  requisite,  to  establish  such  other  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  corporation  shall  judge 
necessary  or  expedient  for  the  due  management  of  the  con- 
cerns of  the  said  corporation:  Provided,  That  the  same  be 
not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  commonwealth.

Relating  to  road  laws  in  Delaware  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assem- 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  number  of 
road  and  bridge  viewers,  and  viewers  for  vacating  roads,  ap- 
pointed })y  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Delaware  county, 
shall  be  six,  all  of  whom  shall  view,  and  a  majority  decide,  in 
all  cases  of  view,  review  or  any  sulDsequent  view  ;  they  shall 
receive  two  dollars  each  per  day  for  their  services,  to  be  paid 
by  the  parties  calling  them  out,  who  shall  also  pa}^  all  costs 
and  expenses  of  such  view  or  reviews. 

Section  2.  That  before  any  view,  in  any  of  the  cases  above 
mentioned,  shall  be  had,  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting  of  the  viewers  shall  be  given  by  advertisements 
put  up  in  three  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  proposed  road,  at  least  six  days  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  viewers. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  viewers  shall  not  be  entertained 
by  or  at  the  expense  of  any  of  the  petitioners  or  persons  im- 
mediately interested  in  the  laying  out  or  vacating  such  road 
or  roads-    • 

Section  4.  That  if  the  viewers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
decide  in  favor  of  locating  a  public  road  or  street,  they  shall 
endeavor  to  procure  from  the  owner  or  owners  of  lands  over 
which  it  shall  pass,  releases  in  writing  of  all  claims  to,  dam- 
ages that  ma^'  ari.se  from  opening  the  same  ;  and  if  they  fail  to 
procure  such  release  or  releases  from  any  or  all  such  owners, 
they  shall  assess  the  damages,  if  any  be  done  thereby',  to  the 
lauds  not  released,  and  return  the  same,  together  with  the  re- 
leases obtained,  to  the  court  to  be  filed  and  entered  on  record  ; 
the  viewers  shall  determine,  decide  and  certify  in  their  report 
whether  the  petitioner,  the  petitioners,  the  county  or  the  town-

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execute  trusts  for  married  women  in  respect  to  their  separate 
property,  whether  real  or  personal,  and  act  as  agents  for  them 
in  the  management  of  such  property ;  and  to  receive  and  become 
the  depository  of  all  trusts  and  such  other  funds  that  may  be 
paid  in,  to  or  be  under  the  control  of  the  several  courts  of 
this  state,  and  the  laws  of  the  same  :  Provided^  That  the  said 
courts  shall  be  satisfied  of  the  security  of  the  said  depository:

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Bepresen 
tativesofthe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  there  shall  be  and  is  hereby  established  in  or  adjacent 
to  the  village  of  Conyngham,  in  the  township  of  Sugar  Loaf, 
Luzerne  coimty,  Pennsylvania,  a  seminary,  the  religious  in- 
struction in  which  shall  be  entirely  unsectarian,  while  the 
principles  of  pure  morality,  as  taught  in  the  Bible,  shall  be 
regularljr  and  carefully  inculcated,  and  no  immoral  or  irre- 
ligious person  shall  ever  have  control  of  said  seminary. 

Section  2.  This  institution  shall  be  under  the  management 
and  control  of  a  board  of  trustees  not  exceeding  six  in  num- 
ber, four  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business  ;  which  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in 
office  shall  be  and  they  hereby  are  erected  and  declared  to  be 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  and 
with  all  the  incidents  of  a  corporation,  in  deed  and  in  law, 
whatever,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  trustees  of  Sugar 
Loaf  Seminary;  by  which  name  and  title  the  said  trustees

That  when  said  road  shall  have  been  surveyed 
and  located,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  make 
a  draft  of  the  same,  which  shall  be  filed  of  record  in  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  M'Kean  county,  and  when  so  filed  said 
draft  and  the  record  thereof  shall  be  legal  evidence  in  all  things 
relating  to  the  same,  and  said  road  shall  be  a  public  road  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  roads  laid  out  and  opened  by  the 
proper  township  offices. 

Section  3.  That  ten  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  road  tax  levied 
on  unseated  lands  in  the  townships  through  which  said  road 
shall  pass  shall  be  paid  to  said  commissioners,  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  during  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-nine,  and  yearly  thereafter,  for  the  term  of  five  years ; 
which  tax  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  supervisors  in  said  county  are  authorized  to  do  by  law. 

Section  4.  That  anj'^  two  of  the  said  commissioners  shall 
be  deemed  a  quorum  and  sufficient  to  do  anything  authorized 
to  be  done  by  this  act ;  and  in  case  of  vacancy  the  court  of

Section  5.  The  commissioners  of  the  county  of  M'Kean  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pay  to  said  commissioners 
the  sum  necessary  to  defray-  the  expenses  of  locating  said  road, 
out  of  the  county  funds,  by  ordei's  drawn  on  the  treasury  of 
said  county  ;  and  said  commissioners  are  authorized  to  employ 
a  competent  engineer  to  assist  in  locating  said  road,  who  shall 
be  allowed  a  reasonable  compensation  for  said  services. 

Section  6.  The  said  commissioners,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  give  a  bond,  with  at  least  one 
surety,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  application  of  all  moneys 
received  b}^  them,  and  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sarne, 
That  William  R.  Storrs,  of  Bradtord  county ;  Job  L.  King,  of 
Sullivan  county,  and  B.  Morris  Ellis,  of  Lycoming  county-,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view  and  lay 
out  a  state  road,  from  the  foot  of  the  inclined  plane  on  the 
Bartley  railroad,  in  Bradford  county,  by  the  nearest  and  best 
route,  in  Sullivan  and  Lycoming  counties,  to  Bodine's  station, 
on  the  Elmira  and  Williamsport  railroad,  in  the  last  named 
county.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepreseU' 
tativesofthe  Commomcealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Wilson  C.  Swann,  R.  M.  Hooper,  George  Tlitt,  I.  Brown

To  authorize  the  purchase  or  erection  of  a  poor  house  for  the  town- 
ship and  borough  of  Mount  Carmel. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Anthou}'-  J.  Galligher,  James  Raffert}'-  and  Jonathan 
Hoover,  of  the  borough  and  township  of  Mount  Carmel,  in 
the  county  of  Northuniberland,  and  state  of  Pennsylvania,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  them,  as  soon  after  the  passage  oi 
this  act  as  practicable,  to  negotiate  with  the  directors  of  the

the  said  borough  and  township,  the  length  of  time  each  of  the 
said  persons  remained,  and  the  age,  sex  and  nativity  of  each, 
as  just  and  correct  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
for  the  said  township  and  borough  during  the  preceding  year  ; 
which  statement  the  said  directors  shall,  annually,  in  the 
month  of  March  in  each  year,  publish  in  a  weekly  newspaper 
in  said  county  of  Northumberland,  in  three  successive  issues

To  punish  tlie  buying  or  receiving  of  scrap  iron,  brass  or  other 
metals  from  minors  or  unknown  and  irresponsible  parties,  in  the 
counties  of  Lancaster  and  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  aii  Jiority  of  the  same, 
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That  any  person  hereafter  in  the  counties  of  Lancaster  and 
Philadelphia,  buying  or  receiving  from  minors,  knowing  them 
to  be  such,  or  from  persons  unknown  to  such  person  buying 
or  so  receiving,  or  from  persons  pui'suing  no  trade,  labor  or 
employment  for  a  livelihood,  any  scrap  iron,  brass,  lead,  cop- 
per or  other  metal,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof,  in  a  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  pro- 
per county,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  exceeding 
'  five  hundred  dollars,  or  to  undergo  an  imprisonment  in  soli- 
tary confinement  of  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court.

To  repeal  the  third  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to 
judicial  sales  and  the  preservation  of  the  liens  of  mortgages,"  ap-

To  erect  a  poor  house  for  Conj'-ngham  township  and  tlie  borough  of 
Centralia,  in  Columbia  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Asseyn- 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,

Keiative  to  the  construction  of  roads  in  Allegheny  county,  during 
the  pendency  of  an  appeal  or  writ  of  cerlioraH. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  h]j  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonioealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  when  any  appeal  or  writ  of  certiorari  from  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  Allegheny  county  to  the  supreme  court  is 
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pending  in  any  road  cause  in  said  county,  in  which  an  order  to 
open  has  been  issued,  prior  to  the  taking  out  of  the  appeal 
or  certiorari^  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  open  the  same 
while  such  appeal  or  certiorari  is  pending  as  aforesaid :  Pro- 
vided however^  That  a  bond  with  security,  to  be  approved  by 
the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  be  given  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  lands  or  premises  on  which  such  road 
may  be  located;  said  bond  to  be  conditioned  for  the  payment

Section  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  shall 
be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  in- 
creasing the  same  from  time  to  time  to  one  million  dollars, 
the  shares  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than  five  dollars  each ;
